Vatican High Priests Here Working for Germany 

Vigorous propaganda intended to cause ill-feeling, if not 
dissensions, among the Allies is evident in a number of the 
daily papers. The priests of Rome, for once, are not, as a rule, 
pushing the laity in front of them and professing to represent 
the most convenient number of “millions of Catholics,” but have 

like their confréres in Ireland—put themselves forward in 
an effort to cause embarrassment to the President at Versailles, 
by asking him ‘to throw the Emerald Isle on the Peace Table 
2s a bone of contention. The suggestions as to details vary, and 
one item from Columbus, Ohio, reported that resolutions re- 
quested the President to stand- out for “a strong, free, united 
Ireland.” If Ireland were united it could have had any reason- 
able bill from Great Britain that it wanted. But Ulster knows 
Letter than to submit to Rome Rule. She sees too much of it 
in the other three Provinces. 


In the Light of a Vatican Threat 


During the last days of November various accounts appeared 
in the papers of sharp differences having arisen between Chile 
and Peru from a recrudescence of the old Arica question (a kind 
oi Peru Irredenta). Chile remained neutral through the war, 
while Peru favored the Allies. If there should prove to be a 
Jesuit-Teuton combination to make trouble, it will only be in 
line with the policy pursued for centuries by the Vatican in 
Italy itself and elsewhere. In connection with South America, 
however, we may do well to recall that on August 21, 1918, the 
London Daily Telegraph gave special prominence to the third 
of three articles “from a well-accredited Roman source” in the 
last paragraph of which appeared these sentences: 

German intrigue will be waiting on the doorstep of the 
latican, German missionaries will be crowding up the gang- 
ways of their ships to spread their Germanism the world 
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over, there will be German priests for Poland, the Slav 
States, everywhere where we want liberty. We have only 
to antagonize the Vatican and they will have full play to do 
their part toward the Germanization of the world, in prep- 
aration, it may be, for the next “Day.” 
These words were put in the mouth of a supposed well-wisher 
to tue British Government who was aware of the world-wide 
mischief that might be done by the Vatican, if it were not 


placated. Let the American people take due note—and act 
accordingly. 


Catholic Laymen and Roman Doctrine 


On another page will be found a conversation between Mr. 
Field Glass and a parishioner of St. Nicholas Church in this 
city, in which the latter said, “We are not sure that Cardinal 
Farley is in Purgatory at all,” This statement forms a kind 
of antithesis to the confession made to the same gentleman by 
another devout Catholic, some time ago, that although he prayed 
to St. Peter he did not know whether he was yet out of Purga- 
tory! In January, 1837, during a debate in Cincinnati between 
Mr. Campbell, of Bethany, Va., and Bishop Purcell, of Cin- 
cinnati, the former said that “a few days” before Bishop Hughes, 
of New York, had written a letter to The Catholic Diary, of this 
city, in which he said: 


The Church in the most positive manner prohibits all laymen 
from entering into disputes on points of religion with sectarians ; 
“inhibemus,” says Pope Alexander IV, “ne unquam Laice 
Personz publice vel private de fide Catholica disputare; qui vere 
contradicerit, excommunicationis laqueo innodetur’—‘“The 
Church prohibits laymen, either publicly or privately, from 
arguing on subjects appertaining to the Catholic faith, and who- 
soever shall violate this prohibition, let him be bound with the 
cord of excommunication.” 


The letter in which this quotation occurred was written to 
stop the activities of a lay organization of young Catholics that 
had been formed in New York in order to win Protestants from 
their errors and bring them into the Roman Church. 

Those who know most about Roman dogmas will think now 
that Pope Alexander IV was wise in issuing this prohibition. Put 
what a religion! 
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WHAT A GENERAL ASSEMBLY DID IN 1912 

As was mentioned in our last issue the Synod of New York 
of the United Presbyterian Church appointed a committee to 
investigate conditions among the Roman, Greek and other Catho- 
lics in the United States, and to report thereon at the General 
\ssembly of the denomination next spring. 

We have no special information as to influences behind this 
action, but the close relationships existing between Roman 
Catholicism, “rum,” ignorance, illiteracy and superstition among 
the colonies of aliens (“enemy” and other)—to say nothing 
of the apparently concerted action on the part of local priests 
of foreign birth in many places to “perpetuate” and “cherish 
foreignness” among the members of their flocks have doubtless 
been forced upon the attention of the pastors by the carrying 
out of the draft legislation. 

For the information of our United Presbyterian friends— 
and any others who may feel well justified interest in the ques- 
tion of meeting the menace of the Papal Peril—we give the 
following excerpts from the report of the 52d General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church at Bristol, Tenn., in 1912: 

“This General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church was 
held at Bristol, Tenn., May 16, 1912, and succeeding days. The 
report of the Ad-Interim Committee on Romanism occupies no 
fewer than twenty-one pages of the appendix of the report. 

“It begins with a citation of the resolutions adopted by the 
General Assembly at Louisville in 1911, which read thus: 

Resolved: I. That the General Assembly views with seri- 
ous concern the growth and pernicious activity of that power- 
ful politico-religious organization known as the Roman 
Catholic Church, which is, and always has been, a menace 
or a blight to the civil and religious liberty of every land 
where it has obtained a footheld; that it views with serious 
concern the apathy of all public men concerning this menace; 
the evident disposition on the part of the general Government 
to grant special favors to this organization, and the ominous 
silence of the public press concerning any adverse criticism 
of this body, and at the same time a readiness freely to adver- 
tise all that is of interest to this so-called Church. 

Il. That this Assembly shall appoint an Ad-Interim 
Committee of five members, which shall inquire concerning 
th: whole matter, and report to the next Assembly some prac- 
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tical method of advising our whole people concerning the dan- 
gers involved in the above facts, and if in their judgment wise, 
to invite the influence and co-operation of other Protestant 
bodies in this work. 

“The main heads under which the information and recom 
mendations contained in the Report were grouped were as follow : 

“T. That the Roman Catholic Church is a politico-religious 
organization, as the ex cathedra, or official, teaching of the 
Papacy makes clear: 

“II. That this politico-religious organization is a menace 
to human liberty: 

“III. The Roman Catholics are crowding their representa- 
tives into political power in our municipalities, State Govern- 
ments and the national Government: 

“TV. The Church is beginning to take effective means to 
retain her hold upon the offspring of her people, and may be 
expected to grow in numbers: 

“V. The Church of Rome is gaining and, holding immense 
estates in mortmain, all exempt from taxation, and promises 
to become the richest organization in the country. 

“VI. Rome is endeavoring to capture the secular press of 
the country. 

‘In a special section the question, ‘What Practical Measures 
Can and Should Our Church Take in View of this Menace to 
Human Liberty?’ is answered thus: 

“1. The Church should not attempt to use any other weapon 
than the truth of God. 


“2. Our Church should circulate literature to warn the un- 


wary against the machinations of Rome and the misrepresenta- 
tions of the history, and the real character of the Church by the 
agents of the Vatican.

3. Our Church should toil for the evangelization of Roman 
Catholics in the United States. 


“4. Our Church should endeavor to enlist the evangelical 
Churches of the country in this work. 

“5. Our Church should establish a foundation on which 
‘worthy converts’ from among the priests, monks and nuns of 
Rome could be supported until they could get fuller instruction 


in the Christian faith and find some means of livelihood. 
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“6. Our Church should establish a permanent Committee on 
‘Romanism as a Menace to Christian Liberty,’ whose duty it 
shall be to co-operate with such committees of a similar nature 
which other evangelical denominations may appoint, in gather- 
ing and publishing information of the doings of Rome in their 
bearing on Christian liberty, or, in case other denominations shall 
not appoint such committees, to do the work as well as possible. 

“7. Our Church should send q letter to the evangelical 
Churches of Jesus Christ throughout the United States and 
Canada, expressing its sense of danger to Christ’s cause from 
Roman Catholicism, and its earnest desire for concerted effort 
to evangelize Romanism, and, until the evangelization be effected, 
to watch Romanism and keep an evangelical world informed 
of its movements. 

“The foregoing report met with the following singular recep- 
tion, in the adoption of this resolution: 

“Resolved: 1. That this Assembly, recognizing the ability 
and painstaking diligence with which the Ad-Interim Com- 
mittee on Romanism, a Menace to Liberty, has discharged its 
duty, hereby tenders sincere thanks to the Committee. 

“2. That the Assembly instruct the Executive Committee 
of Publication to publish the first two divisions of the Ad- 
Interim Committee’s report in pamphlet form for the informa- 
tion of our people. 

“3. That in meeting the menace of Romanism, this Assem- 
would recommend no other means than the dissemination 
of knowledge, and the faithful, earnest preaching of the Gospel.

Tue UNDISSEMINATED “Dtvision.” 

“The third division of the report, which was not to be cir- 
culated with the other two, will be regarded by many readers as 
being the most likely of all the three to bring practical results 
for good. It follows here in full: 

“TI1.—What practical measures can and should our Church 
take in view of this menace to human liberty? 

“In reply to this question, we answer: 

“1. The Church should not attempt to use any other weapons 
than the truth of God—the truth taught, and the truth lived— 
in lessening this menace to human liberty. Our Church is in- 
hibited by the sacred Scriptures and by her Constitution from 
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the use of any other weapons. She is confronted with a body 
which uses political levers and, where circumstances permit, 
Ahysical force, to accomplish her ecclesiastical ends. But ou 
Church must not use such weapons. She must distinguish the 
instrument proper to the State from those proper to the Church 
She is interdicted from the use of every weapon but the truth, 
of which she is the pillar and ground. Nor is she made the less 
mighty by this limitation to the use of this truth. During the 
first three centuries, Christians found the heathen religions o/ 
the Greco-Roman Empire vested with civil prerogatives and 
using civil weapons against the religion of the Nazarene. Thos 
early Christians did not undertake in those centuries the use of 
civil power to advantage Christianity. They expounded the 
Scriptures, depicted the condition of heathenism, gave them 
selves to the use of means wholly moral and spiritual; and, by 
such means, conquered the Greco-Roman world. When they 
saw false religions—Gnosticism, Manicheism—coming into the 
empire, they did not betake themselves to the use of civil engines, 
but exposed the character of those false religions in the light 
of God’s Word. As long as the Reformed Church of France 


confined herself to use of truth, she prevailed against Rome in 
the period of the Reformation. She lost power the day she 
entered into alliance with the House of Bourbon. The Church 
should confine herself in this struggle with Rome to her proper 
instrument—God’s truth. 


LITERATURE. 

“2. Our Church should protect the unwary against tle 
machinations of Rome by the circulation of suitable literature, 
or, if a sufficiency of such literature does not now exist, by the 
production and circulation of such literature. The apostles of 
Romanism misinform the American people about their past his- 
tory and character, and would deceive the very elect if that were 
possible. Protestants have been so afraid of dealing uncharitably 
with the Romanists that they have failed to inform the young 
and the ignorant among them of the dangerous character of tlie 
Roman communion. Hence, in part, its converts from Prot- 
estantism. Information concerning the points at issue between 
Rome and Protestantism should be disseminated steadily—by 
Sunday-school, pulpit and particularly by the press. 
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EVANGELISTIC Work. 

“3. Our Church should begin to toil for the evangelization 
of Rome in the United States, if the genius of the Romish sys- 
tem be radically wrong. Her need for evangelization in her 
more enlightened and decorous portions is as real as it is in her 
more benighted and immoral portions. It is universally judged 
proper among us to endeavor the evangelization of South Ameri- 
ca, Central America, Mexico, Spanish and Italian Romanism. 
[he Romish people there are ignorant and superstitious and 
un-Christian manifestly, and so admittedly need evangelization. 
But Rome has essentially the same system for saving men in 
the United States that she has in Brazil. The superior intelli- 
gence and character of her people here as compared with them 
clsewhere, coming as it does from circumstances not of her crea- 
‘ion, must not blind us to the impotence of their system to save. 
It is the duty of the evangelical Church to endeavor the evan- 
gelization of Rome. The path of duty here is the path of safety. 
lhe way to do away with Roman menace is to make Romanists 
evangelical. 


““Does someone say, Rome cannot be overthrown by evan- 
gelical work, she is too fixed? So some may have said, “You 
cannot win Jews and Gentiles,” to the apostles of the Jews and 
Gentiles as they preached in Jerusalem and in all Judea, and 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth. But great numbers were 
von. If the evangelical Church really attempts to win Rome 
to the Gospel, and God be pleased to bless its efforts, vast num- 
lers may be won. 


An ARMY OF EVANGELIZATION. 


ae 


4. Our Church should endeavor to enlist the evangelical 
Churches of America generally in this effort to evangelize the 
\merican Romanists. The task is enormous. Its achievement 
s difficult. Rome will not only resist the evangelization, but 
vill employ all her arts and power in the effort to Romanize 
\merica. 


“If American evangelicals, however, would go about win- 
ning Rome in a Christian way, large and beneficent results might 
e expected. It has been seen that there is a liberal element in 
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American Romanism. There has been great leakage from her, 
and thousands have become evangelicals or gone out to the 
world, and that, too, when but poorly concerted and poorly 
maintained efforts to evangelize her have been made. 


To Atp SEEKERS OF LIBERTY. 

““5. Our Church should begin the establishment of a foun- 
dation, on which worthy converts from among the priests, monks 
and nuns of Rome could be supported until they could get fuller 
instruction in the Christian faith, and find some means of live- 
lihood. Recall how representatives of this class flocked to Luther 
at Wittenberg during the Reformation, and how he had to sus- 
tain them until they could be placed. Such an institution is as 
easily defensible as our denomination foundations for Christian 
education, or relief of the aged, the infirm and the helpless. 
Such a foundation would be of the greatest advantage in win- 
ning Romanists. It is needed to-day, as a means of life and 
education for honest men coming out of Rome, but absolutely 
penniless and unaccustomed to the gainful occupations. 

““6. Our Church should establish a permanent committee 
on “Romanism as a Menace to Christian Liberty,” whose duty 
it shall be to co-operate with such committees of a similar nature 
which other evangelical denominations may appoint, in gather- 
ing and publishing information of the doings of Rome in their 
bearing on Christian liberty; or, in case other denominations 
shall appoint no such committees, to do the work alone as well 
as possible. 

““Y. Our Church should send a letter to the evangelical 
Churches of Jesus Christ throughout the United States and 
Canada, expressing its sense of the danger to Christ’s cause 
from Roman Catholicism and its earnest desire for concert of 
effort to evangelize Romanism, and, until the evangelization be 
effected, to watch Romanism and keep our evangelical world 
informed of its movements. 


FivE RECOMMENDATIONS. 
Your committee would make the following recommenda-

tions: 


““1. That this Assembly instruct its executive committee of 
publication to endeavor to bring about an adequate circulation

of literature adapted to fortify our people in the truth, and to 
expose Rome’s errors on the points at issue between her and the 
faith, government and worship proper to Christ’s Church accord- 
ing to the Scriptures. 

“2. That this Assembly enjoin upon the lower courts of the 
Church from Synod to Session to endeavor effective measures 
to reach with the Gospel the Roman Catholics within their bounds. 


“*3. That this Assembly lay upon the executive committee 
of Home Missions the duty of collecting and disbursing a fund, 
whose size they shall determine according to the need, for the 
support of honest converts from the priests, monks and nuns of 
the Church of Rome, until they can be so placed as to take care 
of themselves.

WILLING TO SELL HIS SOUL

Meeting night, and time to begin the service in Quito, Ecua- 
dor. The two missionaries and their native Christian house- 
keeper have been praying and pleading for God’s power to be 
manifested before those who choose to attend. They know to 
an extent the awful force Satan will exert to detract the atten- 
tion, if possible, especially how new hearers, if there be any, 
will come full of fanatical prejudice or laden with skeptical 
suspicion of our intentions in preaching such unusual doctrines

against which everybody has been emphatically warned by the 
priests of Rome. But the missionaries praise God and take 
courage. 

There appear to be about eight strange faces in the gathering 
in addition to the faithful few. A short prayer is followed by 
some singing, then the Scripture reading, and two simple, ear- 
nest messages. The people seem interested.. One gray-eyed 
young fellow, somewhere between 20 and 25 years of age, has 
his eyes riveted on the speakers as in turn they speak. Surely 
he is anxious for the truth, and this is his first time to hear. 
His garb indicates that he comes from a retired rural hamlet 
or the country. 

After the messages no time is lost in shaking hands with 
everybody and giving them an opportunity to question us. The 
gray-eyed countryman is eager to speak. Perhaps he has been 
convinced of the necessity of accepting the finished work of 
Christ; possibly the good seed has found a happy lodging in 
his heart. Let us see. 

He takes the missionary’s hand and, leaning over, whispers 
quietly in his ear, “Do you give sale receipts here?” Rather 
a surprising question, but the missionary succeeds in sustaining 
his mental equilibrium and asks the inquirer for a more lucid 
explanation of what he wants. The reply is prompt. “They tell 
me in the street that you are spiritualists here, and that you 
buy souls for the devil.” 

The seeker of souls almost loses his poise, but as all mis- 
sionaries in Ecuador soon become schooled to expect the un- 
expected from the strange seduced characters existing here, this 
particular one refuses to wilt away with the sorrow that would 
consume him, and patiently endeavors to give a further explana 
tion of what evangelical missions are, and also a statement of 
the blessed life-giving message that they announce to all who 
are tired of sin and wickedness. The man accepts some tracts 
and disappears, accompanied by his woman, who also had at- 
tended the meeting. He goes, doubting the veracity of the words 
he has heard. 


Next morning he returns and accosts the other missionary. 
Perhaps this one will not deceive him, he reasons. He loses 
no time in revealing the matters closest to his heart. “Surely,

you give sale receipts here?” The curiosity of the other mis- 
sionary is aroused. Here is South American materialism with- 
out God and without hope in the world. 

With a few pointed questions the man of faith, who laughs 
at difficulties and says, “It shall be done,” lays bare the desires 
of his shrunken soul. The fellow is quite sure that the ambas- 
sador of the Cross is an agent of hell and in an artless way tells 
him so. Nor does he mean to insult. It is purely a business 
remark, and this typical Ecuadorian countryman has come to 
the house, as he says, to sell his soul. People have assured him 
that we buy souls for the devil. To turn over his eternal spirit 
to Satan has certain advantages over merely making a sale of 
farm products. It will bring in a little more money... So 
the fisher for souls sadly studies this specimen, and wonders 
how much money he desires. 

The “agent” suggests that 10,000 sucres might suffice. The 
fellow’s breath is almost taken away, and his presence of mind 
entirely by such a dazzling offer. He quickly assures the “agent” 
that he will be content with 300 sucres, the equivalent of $120 
\merican gold. But the money does not appear, and he goes. 

Perhaps time is lost with this Judas Iscariot! Possibly he is 
sunk too low for grace to reach! What! Do you say his case 
is not hopeless? If you do, God is calling you to earnestly 
plead for him and other countrymen of his. Get under your 
responsibility. Don’t put it off. Don’t refuse to take Ecuador- 
ians On your intercessory prayer list.

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A NEW SHAFT TO “PURGATORY” GOLD MINE 


The Rev. John A, Nageleisen, Rector of St. Nicholas Church, 
125 Second Street, Manhattan, has thought out one of the finest 
money-making schemes—for a one-man enterprise—that New 
York has seen for some time. We do not know how much 
money, if any, the late Cardinal Farley ever donated or obtained 
for St. Nicholas Church while he was living; but the prospects 
are that his death will form an extremely lucrative source of 
income for some time to come, even if we are not expected to 
put too literal an interpretation on the word “perpetual” as 
applied to the “tribute” in the circular that Mr. Field Glass 
obtained when he went to the church to look into the subject 
of this item in the New York Sun: 


A novena for the late Cardinal Farley will begin at 8 
o’clock Friday evening before the perpetual votive tribute, 
sixty feet above the main altar, in the Church of St. Nicholas, 
Second Street, between First Avenue and Avenue A. There 
will be services every evening until Saturday, December 7, 
the eve of the feast of the Immaculate Conception, when the 
novena will close. 


The new illuminated memorial to the late Cardinal, erected 


in the sanctuary, consisting of a brass cross and crown, weigh- 
ing 425 pounds, lit by 200 electric votive lights, will be aglow 
every evening during the novena. Two hundred glass rib- 
bons of cardinal color carry the name “Abp. John M. Cardinal 
Farley.” 


It may be explained that a novena is a devotion consisting of 
a prayer said on nine successive days asking for some special 
blessing. In this instance the novena is appointed for the special 
purpose of promoting “the repose of the soul” of the late Cardinal 
Farley, now supposed to be in “Purgatory.” 

On the evening of Friday, November 29, he reached the 
church, the doors of which were closed. A man standing at a 
small side door directed our representative into a large school- 
room, at one end of which were some temporary tables, at which 
several youths were doing clerical work on circulars. 

In reply to a wish for information as to the newspaper item, 
a clean-cut, clear-eyed, manly looking young fellow kindly handed 
him a four-page circular, on one side of which was the following: 
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New York City, N. Y. 


REVEREND AND DEAR FATHER: 


Kindly accept the sum of $ 
as a tribute from one who feels deeply indebted to and highly 
appreciates the services of His Eminence Cardinal Farley to 
the Home, State and Church; also enroll my name into the 
Purgatorian Society, the Archconfraternity of the Most Pre- 
cious Blood of Our Saviour in honor of the Blessed Virgin 
ior the Repose of the Holy Souls in Purgatory, in order to 
pray more efficaciously and to add my personal endeavor for 
his repose.

The final information on page 2 is repeated with even more 
brevity on page 3. 

The fourth page bore a large picture of the church interior, 
showing “the Cross and Crown aglow ... for the Soul of 
His Eminence and for the Perpetuation of his Charity Missions 
The weight of the Cross and the Crown, 425 pounds; number of 
Perpetual Votive Lights on Cross, Crown and Ecce Homo, 210 

“A Tribute of $1.00 entitles to the certificates and entranc: 
to the church during the Novena from Nov. 29 to Dec. 7, 1918, 
in St. Nicholas, 125 Second Street.” 
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The conversation between Mr. Field Glass and his Roman 
Catholic friend was substantially as follows: 

“What is the purpose of this novena and this special matter 
of the votive lights ?” 

“The immediate purpose is to offer prayers for the soul of 
Cardinal Farley. Of course, there must be a Purgatory, be- 
cause no soul can be so pure and spotless as to be ready to meet 
God immediately after death. Besides, the justice of God 
demands that there should be such a place. One man may com- 
mit a mortal sin—say, murder somebody and die without repent- 
ing. Another man tells a lie. That is only a venial sin—nothing 
like as bad as murder. Now, God, being just, could not, of 
course, send the man who only told a lie to Hell in the same 
way that He would send a murderer.” 


“IT know the general theory of Purgatory, but I wished to 
get a little information concerning these votive lights.” 

“The votive lights represent candles and the light of the 
candles would represent prayers. In that way we often burn 
candles at the shrines of various saints.” 

“How long has this use of candles been in vogue?” 


“From the very earliest days; why, even a Mass cannot be 
celebrated without candles. But they are not sacrifices.” 

“No, the sacrifice is the consecrated wafer, of course. But 
it seems to me rather strange that Cardinal Farley should need 
any prayers. He was, so far as I know, a good man person- 
ally, and on your circular you have a long list of good works 
that he did. It seems hard to understand why such a man, 
ifter a long lifetime spent in good works, should not go to 
Heaven.” 

“Oh, well, it might of course be possible that his soul was 
so pure and clean that he might have entered at once into the 


resence of God. We are not sure that he is in Purgatory 
it all!” 


“But if you are not sure that he is in Purgatory, why spend

ll this money and say all these prayers 

“Well, of course, if Cardinal Farley is in Heaven he will 
ie able to use his influence on behalf of the suffering souls who 
re there; and, in any case, our prayers will help them.” 
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“Now, your Catholic Bible says that the blood of Jesus Christ, 
His Son, cleanseth us from all sin; if a man has that experience 
he cannot have any more sins left to be freed from by Purgatory.” 

“But the great suffering in Purgatory is in the being deprived 
of the actual presence of God, not in the pains themselves of 
which we are told.” 

“Well, I am not going to any Purgatory at all, because I have 
the consciousness in my soul of having been reconciled to God 
through His Son Jesus Christ. Of course, I would not claim 
to be spotlessly holy like your saints, but I am sure that my sins 
have been forgiven, and I am ready to meet God at any time. 
If the archangel’s trumpet sounded right now, I should be very 
pleased to hear it, and would be glad to meet the Saviour face 
to face. If I were run down by a car on my way home, it might 
be very good to send for a doctor, but there would be no need 
for any minister or priest at all, because I am at peace with God.” 

“Even our Church would say that where a man has beliefs 
like that he might go to Heaven.” 

“But, my friend, that is not a belief but a fact. I know it 
to be so, and that is much better than believing, and your Catho- 
lic Bible says that Jesus came to save His people from their sins.” 

This was felt by the Catholic friend to be a good place to 
close the interview, and he begged to be excused, as he was busy. 
With a polite acknowledgment of the courtesy received, Mr. 
Field Glass took his way home, feeling that the Roman clergy 
have good reason for their reluctance to discuss their doctrines 
themselves, and still more for their unwillingness that the laity 
of the Church should strive to enlighten non-Catholics as to what 
are well described as the “mysteries” of the Faith—especially 
where these “mysteries” are contrary to both Reason and Reve- 
lation. 


“Religion will never be right until we see a democratic Pope 
walking down Broadway with a stove-pipe hat, and a frock coat, 
and a pair of trousers, and an umbrella under his arm; and, in 
my opinion that man will be the greatest of all Popes; and instead 
of being carried on men’s shoulders he will carry them all in his 
heart, and they will carry him in theirs.”"—Father McGlynn, 
letter to Archbishop Corrigan, Jan. 11, 1887. 
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THE VATICAN, QUEBEC AND IRELAND 

In order to form an accurate judgment on the situation cre- 
ated by the action of the Roman hierarchy in Quebec and in 
Ireland by which those leaders of the Roman Church have 
openly taken action likely to aid the Central Powers by an attack 
from the rear upon the Allies—and, incidentally, the United 
States—it is well to bear in mind certain facts. 

First, that the body politic of the Roman Church consists 
of three distinct entities—1. The Roman oligarchy in Rome, 
headed by the Pope, often called the Curia; 2. The hierarchies 
in the various countries; 3. The laity. 

These three entities are not always unanimous in feeling, by 
any means. In the time of Popes Leo XIII and Pius X many 
among the French clergy and religious orders were not in sym- 
pathy with the Vatican, and would have obeyed the laws had 
they been allowed to do so; in Portugal, in 1911, the laity rose 
against the hierarchy and the Vatican; in Germany both hier- 
archy and laity successfully opposed the promulgation of the 
decree Ne Temere, of Pope Pius X. 





At the same time it is also true that, speaking generally, the 
Vatican rules the whole Church with an iron hand and usually 
gets its way in the end. 

Second, that the Vatican (using the word to mean the Curia) 
is first, last and all the time a machine organized for political 
purposes to be carried out in every country in the world. And 
this quite logically in view of the open claims made for the tem- 
poral supremacy of the Pope as the Vicegerent of God on earth. 

This, however, does not mean that every Catholic priest or 
lavman is an active politician, or is even a conscious tool in the 
hands of the men higher up, for the attainment of political ends. 
So far is this from being so, that it is doubtful whether any 
considerable percentage of the laity in any non-Catholic country 
is ever informed as to the nature of the political plans laid by 
the clerical agents of the Vatican. 

Third, that while the Syllabus of Errors of Pope Pius IX 
(1864) and the Encyclical Jmmortale Dei of Pope Leo XIII 
(1885) expressly condemn every feature of the “democracy” 
for which the United States and the Allies are fighting, there is 
nothing in these documents repugnant to either the principles or 
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the practices of what were recently called “the Central Powers.” 
The intention of these nations to restore the Temporal Power 
in the event of their winning the war was frequent matter of 
comment in the public press, and Mr. La Valera, the Sinn Fein 
leader in Ireland, asked for support on the ground that he was 
a supporter of Germany because of this attitude towards 
the Pope. 

Fourth, that, for practical purposes, the future of the Roman 
Church lies entirely with the Irish and French Canadian Catho- 
lics. These are the only two bodies left who are content with 
the “do-as-you-are-told-and-ask-no-questions” rule of the clergy, 
and this hold of the priest, so far, has been maintained chiefly 
by means of segregation and ignorance. If the thousands of 
French Canadians and Irishmen who would have been affected 
by the respective conscription laws had been taken out of their 
surroundings and compelled to mix with other men and see 
something of the outside world of things mental, moral and ma 
terial, none of them would come back at all resembling the men 
they went away. They would have been compelled to think and 
to learn many things which would unfit them for the role ot 
submissive Catholics who allow the priest to rule every detail 
of their lives from the cradle to “Purgatory.” 

Speaking broadly, the action of each of these hierarchies 
(on its own part) was due largely to this consideration, while 
the Vatican share in the episode was probably dictated by (1) a 
desire to render military aid to the Central Powers by a stab 
in the back at a critical moment of the war on the Western front, 
with a view to ultimate political advantage; (2) resentment of 
the rejection of the Peace Note in 1917, and the clause in a 
secret treaty negotiated in 1915, whereby England and France 
agreed to support Italy in excluding the Pope from the Peace 
Conference; (3) to create a division of sentiment among Ameri- 
can Catholics and thus hamper the United States Government in 
its prosecution of the war; and (4) to furnish to the United 
States an object-lesson as to the extent to which it could exer- 
cise its power when it felt inclined to do so. In this connection 
the Beatification of Archbishop Oliver Plunket in Rome on St 
Patrick’s Day took on a new significance, in that it might be 
taken as intended to give the cue as to the attitude of the Vati- 
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can with regard to the Sinn Fein movement. Archbishop Plun- 
ket was executed in 1682, after having been convicted of taking 
part in a conspiracy to land a French expedition in Ireland— 
a purely political offence. That the entire hierarchy of a prov- 
ince like Quebec, or a country like Ireland, would sponta- 
neously take practically unanimous action on any such matter is 
unthinkable to anybody with the slightest knowledge of the 


structure and working of the Roman _politico-ecclesiastical 
machine.

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CONCERNING CATHOLIC OFFICE-HOLDERS 


While it may be true that there are some Roman Catholics 
holding public office who do not regard it as their first duty in 
life to promote the purposes of the Papal hierarchy, the fol- 
lowing assumptions may be safely acted upon by all voters: 

1. That every such man is a “practising” Catholic, and that 
he believes the doctrines of his Church, as set forth in its official 
documents. 

2. That his conscience is in the hands of his father confes- 
sor, who is, in turn, an active agent of his ecclesiastical superiors. 

3. That whatever his line of conduct may be in ordinary 
affairs, the moment any interests of his Church—as such—come 
within the range of action, he will place them before any othef 
considerations. 

4. That his “spiritual” allegiance (the greatest and the high- 
est possible for any man) necessarily carries inside it temporal 
allegiance (the lesser and the lower) when the occasion arises. 
It must also be remembered that the word “allegiance” is a 
purely political term, and not an ecclesiastical word. No other 
Church in this country (except possibly the Mormon) uses the 
word in expressing ecclesiastical relationship. No Methodist 
speaks of “allegiance” to his Church or bishop, although he 
might speak of “loyalty.” 

5. That even if he does not respond at first to the call of 
his Church in any given matter, when the power of the priesthood 
is brought to bear upon him he can usually be relied on to do 
their bidding, and this, not only for the salvation of his own soul, 
but for the ultimate “good” of the State or nation. 


PROTESTANTS UNDER PAPAL CANON LAW 
In a booklet published by the Imperial Protestant Federa- 
tion, London, (No. 568), Mr. Arthur Walsh says: 

“Every baptized Protestant in Ireland and elsewhere is re- 
garded by the Church of Rome as being subject to her laws, 
and by Protestant baptism every Protestant is rendered liable to 
the penalties imposed by those laws. This was explicitly stated 
by Pope Pius IX in a letter to the German Emperor, dated from 
the Vatican on the 7th of August, 1873, in which he wrote: 
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““T speak with frankness, for my banner is truth. I speak 
in order to fulfil one of my duties, which consists in telling the 
truth to all, even to those who are not Catholics; for everyone 
who has been baptized belongs in some way or other, which to 
define more precisely would be here out of place—belongs, | 
say, to the Pope.’ 

“This claim of the Church of Rome is also made clear by the 
Jesuit theologian, Rev. Thomas Slater, in his work entitled, 
“A Manual of Moral Theology for English-speaking Coun- 
tries,” which bears the imprimatur of Archbishop (now Cardi- 
nay) Farley, of New York, and dated September, 1907. In vol. 
I., at page 93, we read that: 

““Men become subject to the Church by Christian baptism, 
and so all baptized persons, and these alone, are subject to the 
laws of the Church. Heretics and schismatics who are validly 
baptized are per se subject to the Church’s laws.’ 

“Edmund J. O’Reilly, S.J., who was for some time professor 
of theology at Maynooth College, states, in his ‘Relations of 
the Church to Society,’ that: 

““A Protestant clergyman or a Protestant layman introduces 
the child whom he validly baptizes as effectually into the Catho- 
lic Church as the Pope could, and into no other’ (p. 77).” 

This claim becomes specially important just now in its bearing 


on “self-determination” for Ireland. 


The Christian Science Monitor, December 2, thus concludes 
one of its characteristically literary editorials: “The Irish ques- 
tron is, first, last, and always, a religious question. And when 
the British Government, in the early days of last year, expressed 
its intention of requiring from Irishmen the fulfilment of their 
duties as citizens, and this determination was replied to by the 
Roman Catholic Church with an incitement to active opposition 
to the law, and a virtual declaration that the Roman Catholic 
Church stood above the law, just one glimpse was gained through 
a rift in the cloud of the real meaning of the Irish question, of 
the real meaning of Ulster’s opposition and the real meaning 
of the failure of Irishmen to compose their differences, and to 
reach a solution of the Irish problem.” 
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THE ROMAN CHURCH AND THE BIBLE 

The Brooklyn Tablet of March 16, 1918, contained the fol- 
lowing from The Catholic Bulletin: 

“The next time that your Protestant neighbor presumes to 
‘wonder why Catholics are forbidden to read the Bible,’ con- 
trive to have a clipping of the subjoined paragraphs within reach. 
Read them to him, and then ask him to kindly paste them in his 
hat or on his mirror for future reference. 

“Pope Benedict XV, in a letter recently addressed to Cardi- 
nal Gasparri, protector of the Society of St. Jerome, for the 
spread of the Gospel, said: 

“We desire that the book of the Holy Gospels be found in 
every family, and that all Christians should cultivate the habit 
of reading a passage each day so as to live in a worthy manner 
and to make themselves agreeable to God in all things, for it is 
(oo true that all evils and errors arise from ignorance of the 
Gospel and failure to practise it.’” 


This was interesting, as far as it went, but in The Missionary 


Review of the World for March was this passage in an article by 


the Rev. A. Di Domenica, B.D., Pastor of the First Italian Bap- 
tist Church, Philadelphia: 

“A few years ago a society was organized in Italy among 
ome pious Catholics for the propagation of the Bible. Its 
name was ‘The Pious Society of St. Jerome,’ and it published 
300,000 copies of the Gospels in popular editions; but when the 
Roman Curia saw that the people were so eager to read the 
little book, she became quite alarmed; and through some mys- 
terious hand stopped its circulation. Prof. Giovanni Luzzi, in 
his book ‘The Struggle for Christian Truth in Italy,’ says: ‘The 
Society of St. Jerome has not been dissolved by any express offi- 
cial act, but it has, nevertheless, been dissolved. The Curia has 
not killed the society directly, but has so managed that it should 
expire gradually, slowly, and of itself. The noble members of 
the “Pious Society” have dreamed a beautiful dream, and nothing 
more; they have learned by painful experience that the Curia 
fears a reawakening of the people’s conscience, and therefore 
loes not desire the free circulation of the Gospel of Christ.’ ” 
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From which it is evident that The Catholic Bulletin either does 
not keep up to date in its knowledge of the affairs of its own 
Church, or else was trying to mislead its readers as to a matter 
that is one of common knowledge to all who know anything of 
the Roman system. 


THE UNITED STATES AND THE VATICAN 

The daily papers of the last few days have reported attempts 
of the Roman hierarchy in this country to involve the United 
States in a controversy with two of the Allied Governments on 
matters of domestic politics in which the American nation at 
large has no concern, beyond its general desire for the peace 
and welfare of all nations. 

One of these efforts is with regard to Ireland, President 
Wilson being asked to insist on the principle of “self-determina- 
tion” for Ireland as well as for the baker’s dozen of “small na- 
tions” holding the stage literally as well as figuratively in Central 
kurope. 

To this there is one very obvious reply—that Ireland is at 
the disadvantage of having no one who can act as spokesman 
for the whole island. There are doubtless parties in all of the 
continental “small” nations referred to above—and _ probably 


with very sharp differences, too—but they have come together 
for the time being and have presented a united front in making 


their scheme for “self-determination” appear at least feasible 
to the Allied Governments. Ireland cannot do this. 

The position in Ireland is simply this: There are three par- 
ties with widely differing views on “Home Rule” itself in exist- 
ence, and each of these is willing to join either of the other two 
in fighting the third. Not one of the three, however, would be 
strong enough to master the other two in a conflict. The dead- 
lock is not really between Ireland and England but between 
(1) Ulster, (2) Nationalists, and (3) Sinn Fein, this last being 
in fact, though not in name, the Vatican’s mobilized force. 

It is now some time since that the British Government asked 
the three parties to “get together” at a convention, virtually 
promising to pass a Home Rule measure in accordance with any 
plan upon which they should agree. _It assembled and spent 
months in discussions, with the final result of the presentation

of a majority and a minority report. Of course, it is easy— 
especially for those who possess even a rudimentary knowledge 
of the Papal system—to say that the failure to come to a work- 
able agreement was due to Rome’s determination to grab all— 
or nothing; but it is probable that while this element existed 
there were other causes growing out of the widespread ignor- 
ance of the people in the southern and western provinces on 
economics and administrative problems. That is the situation, 
and the difficulty of solution is increased almost to an impossi- 
bility by the refusal of two of the parties to grant the “self- 
determination” to Ulster that they demand for themselves. 

Nothing that President Wilson—or any other man—could 
say can alter this situation. When a man appears who can 
speak for the whole of Ireland no doubt Great Britain will be 
eager to put into operation any plan he can produce that even 
appears workable. 

In the meantime, of course, the Vatican may be relied upon 
to assist the Germans in their efforts to create dissensions 
among the Allies. 

It may also be borne in mind that the collapse of Austria 

leaves Ireland and Spain the only Rome Rule countries in Eu- 
rope. The Czecho-Slovaks and Poles, though Catholic, have 
declared that they will have religious toleration, and the former 
have committed themselves to separation of Church and State. 
Though the Jugo-Slavs have not gone as far as that, they can be 
reasonably expected to follow in large measure their northern 
onfréres, and the United States position on that point will 
have a powerful influence on their political systems. The repu- 
diation of the Serbian Concordat, executed just before the Great 
War began, may be confidently expected. 

With regard to the Temporal Power the interest of the 
United States Government is really mil. The American people 
have a sentimental interest in the “freedom” of Ireland, due 
largely to vigorous anti-English propaganda by the priests of 
Rome ever since the Revolution; but the Temporal Power is 
of very small interest even to the Roman Catholic laity. Were 
it not for the fact that all the Catholic societies are really regi- 
ments in the Papal army of civilians and continually reminded 
tbout “the Roman question” and “the independence of the Holy 
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See,” it is doubtful whether, left to themselves, any lay bodies 
would trouble themselves about it. And for the very good rea- 
son that nobody has interfered with the Pope’s liberty since 
1870. During all these years of the war he has had all the lib- 
erty that he could desire, which liberty has been used for the 
purpose of aiding the Central Powers in practically every coun- 
try in the world and obstructing the military operation of the 
Allies where possible. In view of incidents, among which the 
Treachery of Caporetto was the most conspicuous, the forbear- 
ance of the Italian Government has compared favorably with 
the course taken by our Government toward enemy aliens and 
their sympathizers here who have given far less provocation. 
In any case, the “Roman question” is a question only raised by 
the Vatican and concerns no outside nation in any way whatever. 

But of course, as with Ireland, the Vatican wishes to use it 
as a means of aiding the Central Powers by creating dissen- 
sions among the Allies. 


THE BALTIMORE CATECHISM ON THE TEMPORAL POWER 
While on this question of the Temporal Power, we cite the 
following official statement, which may be taken as setting forth 


the doctrine taught in the Papal parochial schools in this coun- 
try with regard to one of the Allies with whom we are “asso 
ciated” in the war. It is taken from “An Explanation of the 
Baltimore Catechism of Christian Doctrine for the Use of 
Sunday-school Teachers and Advanced Classes.” By Rev. 
Thomas L. Kinkead. Benziger Brothers, Printers to the Holy 
Apostolic See. Bearing the Imprimatur of Archbishop Corrigan, 
of New York, dated Sept. 5, 1891. It contains five and a half 
pages of Approbations by Cardinal Gibbons, five Archbishops, 
seventeen Bishops, one Vicar Apostolic, two Bishops-elect, and 
the Rector of the Catholic University, Washington. (Italics 
ours): 

“We have seen how governments interfere with the rights 
of the Holy Father, and thus he has need of his temporal power 
that he may be altogether independent of any government. Now 
let me explain to you what it meant by the Temporal Power of 
the Pope. Well, then, the Holy Father should have some city 
or States, not belonging to any government, in which he should 
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be the chief and only ruler. Up to the year 1870 the Holy 
Father did have such states: they were called the Papal States, 
and the power he had over them—just like that of any other 
ruler—was called the Temporal Power. Now how did he get 
those states, and how did he lose them? He got them in the 
most just manner, and held possession of them for about a 
thousand years. 

“Hundreds of years ago the people of Rome and the sur- 
rounding countries elected the Pope their sole ruler. He was 
already their spiritual ruler, and they made him also their tem- 
poral ruler. Then the Pope protected and governed them as 
other rulers do. Later, kings and princes added other lands, 
and thus by degrees the possessions of the Pope became quite 
extended. 


How THE Pore Lost THE TEMPORAL POWER 


“How did he lose those possessions? The Italian govern- 
ment took them from him in the most unjust manner. Besides 
the lands, they deprived the Church of other property donated 
to it by its faithful children. No ruler in the world had a more 
ust claim or better right to his possessions than the Holy Father, 
and a government robbed him of them as a thief might take 
forcibly from you whatever had been justly given to you, when 
ie found you were unable to defend yourself against him. 

“But has the Holy Father need of some Temporal Power? 
Yes, the Holy Father has need of some Temporal Power. He must 
free and independent in governing the Church. He must be 
‘ree to say what he wishes to all Catholics throughout the 
world, and free to hear whatever they have to say to him. But 
i the Pope is under another ruler he cannot be free. That ruler 
nay cast him into prison, and not allow him to communicate 
vith the bishops of the world. At least he can say nothing 
‘bout the injustice-of the ruler who is over him. Therefore 
the Pope must have some possessions of his own, that he may 
not be afraid of the injustice of any ruler, and may speak out 
the truth boldly before the whole world, denouncing bad rulers 
and praising good ones as they deserve. 

“Mind, I do not say what possessions the Holy Father should 
ave, but simply that he should have some, in which he would 
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be altogether independent. In justice he should have all that 
was taken from him. We have a good example here in the 
United States to illustrate the need of the independence of the 
Pope. You know every State in the United States is a little 
government in itself, with its own Governor, Legislature, laws, 
etc. Now over all these little governments, or States, we have * 
the Government of the United States, with the President at its 
head. In the beginning the members of the United States Gov- 
ernment assembled to transact the business of the nation some- 
times in one State and sometimes in another—sometimes in New 
York and sometimes in Pennsylvania, etc. But they soon found 
that in order to be independent of every State and just to all, 
they must have some territory or possessions of their own not 
under the power of any State. So some of the States granted 
them Washington and the country about it for ten miles square 
—now called the District of Columbia—in which the United 
States Government could freely perform its duties. Jn a similar 
manner the Holy Father is over all the Governments of the 
world in matters of religion—in matters of justice and right; 
and just as the United States Government has to decide be- 
tween the rights of one State and the rights of another, so the 
Holy Father has sometimes to decide between the rights of one 
government and the rights of another, and must, in order to be 
just with all, be free and independent of all. 

“Again, the Temporal Power of the Pope is very useful to 
the Church; for with the money and goods received from his 
possessions the Holy Father can educate priests and teachers, 
print books, etc., for the foreign missions. He can also support 
churches, schools and institutions in poor countries, and espe- 
cially where the missionaries are laboring for the conversion of 
the native heathens. 

“When the Holy Father had his own possessions, he could 
do much that he cannot now do for the conversion of pagan 
nations. At present he must depend entirely upon the charita- 
ble offerings of the faithful for all good works, even for his own 
support. The offering we make once a year for the support of 
the Holy Father is called ‘Peter’s pence,’ because it began by 


every one sending yearly a penny to the Pope, the successor of 
St. Peter.”
